SHERIDAN is still the favorite of the Govern- 

ment and the people—the most popular general in 
the service. Not the most able, the most compre- 
hensive, and only one of the bravest. Grant and 
Sherman are greater generals, but Phil. Sheridan 
distances all his companions in present popularity. 
He came near losing it all one day last week, and 
if he had taken horse three hours later at Winches- 
ter on the eventful day, he might have lcst it all, 
for military popularity cannot be depended on for 
a day. There can be no doubt, however, that 
Sheridan is a general of masterly abilities. The 
battle of Cedar Creek proves this beyond a doubt. 
McClellan, in his palmiest days, was not more 
popular with his troops tban is Phil. Sheridan in 
his army. And if M lan had ever possessed a 
tithe of Sheridan’s dashihg co . he would bave 
driven the rebels from Virginia three years ago, 
and the war would have been ended long ago. 
Then he would have fairly won the Presidency by 
his valor, as Gen Jackson did before him. As it 
is, he will tumble to ruin with his Peace platform, 
and cowardice and inefficiency will receive a 
merited reward. 

it is the general expecta'ion in military circles 
here that we shall hear of more severe figh'iu 
befire the week closes—certainly before cold 
weathersets in.

TALKS ABOUT HEALTH. 
DRESS OF OUR EXTREMITIAS.

Durine the damp and cold season deficient 
dreas of the feet and legs is a fraitfal source of 
disease. The head, throat, and liver are perhaps 
the most frequent sufferers. 

The legs and feet are far from the central part 
ofthe body. They are notin great mass, tike the 
trank, but extended and enveloped by the atmos- 
phere. Besides, they are near the damp, cold earth. 

For these and other reasons, they require extra 
covering. It we would secure the highest physio- 
logical conditions, we must give our extremities 
more dress than the body. We men wear upon 
our legs, in the coldest season, but two thicknesses 
of cloth. The body has at least six. Women put 
on them four thicknesses under the shawl, which, 
with its various doublings, furnishcs several more— 
then over all thick, padded fars 3 while their legs 
bave one thickness of cotton under a balloon. 
They constantly come to me about their headache, 
palpitation of the heart, and congestion of the 
liver. Yesterday, one said to me, “ All my blood is 
in my head and chest. My head goes bumpety- 
bump, my heart goes bumpety-bump.” I asked, 
“ How are your feet?” “Chunks of ice,” she re- 
plied. I said to her, « If you so dress your legs and 
feet that the blood can't get down into them, where 
can it go? It can’t go ont visiting. It must 
stay in the system somewhere. Of course, the 
chest and head must have an excessive quantity.

go, until you dress your legs and feet in such a way 
that they shall get their share of blood.

God is visible in all his works; but in the 
heavens the manifestations of his presence are with 
power and great glory. We still cling to our 
childish faith that above the sky is bis dwelling- 
place. He maketh the clouds his chariot, he flieth 
upon the wings of the wind. Dark waters and 
thick clouds of the sky are his pavilion round 
about him. So visibly does he manifest himself in 
all the heavenly phenomena, that we can scarce 
turn our eyes skyward without a swift thought of 
his glory and love being dropped down to us. 
And we need such thoughts often, to stay the cur- 
rent of worldliness that sets so steadily and so 
strongly about us all. 

Man needs, too, to learn the lesson of his own 

weakness. Here in these upper elements he has 
found his master. Though sometimes, in playful 
mood, they obey his behests, carry quick messages 
for him, or swell his sails and waft them on their 
journey, yet they hold in reserve forces which he 
can never Control. They eay to him, “ Thus far, 
but no farther ;” “The wind bloweth where it list- 
eth,” and always will; “The lightning shineth 
fiom the east even unto the west,” and so will ever 
do. The clovds will give or withhold their bless- 
ing. and never heed his anguished prayer. Their 
secret springs will ever remain hidden from his 
prying fingers. Their realm will always be an un 
explored one to him. He will never “ know the 
ordinances of heaven. nor set the dominion there >f 
in the esrth.” And it is well that it is so. 

It is also well to let our eyes turn often heaven- 
ward. Never fear that we shall spend too much 
time in star-gazing- The danger does not lie in 
that direction. The love of the Chaldean shep- 
herds, who, when they watched their flocks by night- 
watched the skies above them as well, is a forgotten 
wisdom now. Save ea few astronomers in their 
observatories, how many of the mass of mankind 
care to spend an hour in watching the stars and 
the clouds above them? But, if an “undevout 
astronomer is mad,” what shall be said of those 
who, every day and every night, have spread out 
for their enjoyment pictures of transcendent beauty 
and sublimity, and yet will not even thank the 
Giver, by lifting up their eyes to behold them? 0, 
if we lived in cloud-land much oftener than we do, 
if we built more veritable castles in the air, we 
should be the better for it! 
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THE WAR. 
ANOTHER GREAT VICTORY BY SHERIDAN. 

THE mili‘ary news fs once more inspiriting and 
glorious. On the 19th instant, just a month after 
hie defeat of Early, Gen. Sheridan routed the rebel 
forces under Longstreet, im the Shenandoah Valley, 
winning a victory even more decided than that of 
September. It —oom that after the defeat of 
Early, Lee sent Longstreet into the valley with 
heavy re-enforcements, and at daylight on the 19h, 
during the temporary absence of Sheridan, the 
enemy attacked our forces at Cedar Creek with 

reat fury. At first the rebels were successful. 

hey broke our line, drove our men back for a 
distance of four miles, took twenty pieces of can- 
non, and captured some prisoners and ‘ons. 
In the midst of the confusion, General Sheridan 
hastened to the front from Winchester, where he 
bad just arrived on his return from Washington, 
and found bis army between Middletown and New- 
town. “There I took the affair in hand,” he says, 
in his official report of the action; “quickly 
united the corps, and formed a contpact line of bat- 
tle, just in time to repulce an attack of the enemy, 
which was handsomely done at about 1 p. m. ;” and 
at 8 o'clock, after some changes of the cavalry 
from the left to the right flank, fell upon Long- 
street with such vigor t the rebels e and 
fied in disorder, leaving in our hands fitty cannon

As to have permitted 
peace when the rebellion broke out, and war was 
needed, would have beena crime; so now, topermit 
peace-to come and the war to close without im- 
provement would be even a greater crime. Peace 
is not of necessity good. Sometimes it means re 
turning concord, health of State, purging out of 
passioas, and the husbanding of the economic re 
sources of the nation. Then peace is good. It is 
the peace that conforms itself to equity and hu- 
manity. 

But peace may mean a treacherous truce ; a time 
for war to take breath in ; a time for war to draw 
its girdle with replenished strength yet tighter 
about its loins. 
out examining its quality. Is it a genuine psace, 
valuable, golden, from the mint of justice and pru- 
dence? or is it a counterfeit ‘peace, from the den 
of bogus statesmen—a peace that isa cheat and a 
swindle. You examine a bank-bill before you 
take it: will you notexamine such a bill as that, 
to know who issued it, and what it is worth ! 

After four years of war, it will be a crying shame 
if we exd it as we began, with nothing settled ; 
wiih no evils removed ; with no doctrines estab- 
lished. The Union as it wat! Shall a nation 
live four such years, and then be able to go back 
and be just as they were, without learning any- 
thing, and without gaining anything? It isa 
fool's counsel, which only fools will take! You 
cannot go back four years. You might as well 
ask trees that have once grown to shove in their 
growth and be buds again, as to ask a people, that 
have gone through such tremendous evolutions as 
we have, to go back and bs as they were. You 
cannotgo back a single day: can you four years ? 

It will be a shame. too, without excuse or palli- 
ation. For the North has on its side the right 
principles : it is on’the side of all that is just and 
generous, and free; it is in the line of God’s prov- 
idence; itis in the great path of the progress of 
nations ; it isin sympathy with the best efforts of 
the world; and it has now the power to make 
war, what it always should be, a terror to evil- 

doers, and a praise to them thatdo well. And 
now, with that power in our hands, if we sneak 
into a peace, inaugurating again the authority of 
men that have devastated us, and abdicating our 
hopes for the future, where, in the vocabulary of 
the world, can you find terms of contempt and de- 
rision strong enough to characterize our conduct ? 
I, as profoundly as any man, long for peace; but 
God forbid that any peace shall come to us until 
it be that peace from which shall flow the bless- 
ing of Almighty God. J +¥ 

There are two great questions that tower in im- 
portance above all others, which, if conelasively 
settled, will remove from American polities its 
chief dangers, and fill our future with the most 
auspicious auguries. 

First, is the full and complete settlement of the 
absolute sovereignty of the nation in its own 
sphere, with the continued sdvereignty of the 
states in their sphere. We should be just as much 
epeacodise anything that tvok away from the states 

eir sovereignty in theirown sphere as we should 
to anything that took away from the Government 
its sovereignty in its own sphere. For our Gov- 
ernment has thi iarity ; that sovereignty is 
divided.

into union, he falsifies the plainest readings of 
history; and I pronounce that statement to be 
through and through false. If he had said that 
the ground on which we fought our battle of the 
tevalution was the people’s rights, and aot States’ 
rights, he would net have been very far from the 
truth. That was the doctrine. It was the only 
doctrine. It was the doctrine that all political 
power inheres, by right, in the people, and that 
their governments are to proceed from them. But 
the doctrine that the ground on which the old 
confederation was formed was that the States 
or Colonies should, as organized communities, 
have absolute, ultimate sovereignty—this doctrins 
is monstrously false. The very opposite is true ; 
andI will prove it. 

The States never, at any period, were sovereign 
in any absolute sense. I will defy Mr. Stephens, 





which any State that is now in this Union assert:d, 
or was recognized to have, absolute sovereignty. 
For, as colonies and planta‘ions, the States were 
| all governed upon charters which were derived 
from the Crown ; and whatever sovereignty they 
had was delegated sovereignty —sovereignty com- 
mitted to them as a trust, as a privilege. And 
during the colonial period it was not pretended 
that the colonies were sovereign. [It was under- 
stood that they had a right to make their own 
laws, and determine who should administer those 
laws; but the question of what are called Sate 
Rights never was discussed at that time, although 
the question of the rights of the people was. 

When our colonies broke with the mother 
country, under the pressure of injudicious legisla- 
tion on the part of England, and even when they 
declared themselves to be independent, and be- 
come States, they never claimed absolute sover- 
eignity. As J have said, they claimed that in the 
people wes the source of political power. The 
question of State Rights did not then come up for 
discussion. 

There was a transition period, in which the 
colonies, or States, inchoate and unsettled, did

A PROCLAMATION OF THANKSGIVING 
BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Wasaineron, Thursday, Oct. 20, 1864. 
Tax following proclamation was promulgated 
this afternoon : 
By the President of the United States of America. 
A PROCLAMATION. 


It hae pleased Almighty God to prolong Our 
National life ano'her year, defending us with his 
guardian care against unfriendly designs from 
abroad, and youchsafing to-us in his mercy many 
and signal victories over the enemy who is of our 
own household. It has al*o pleased our Heavenly 
Father to favor 23 well our citizens in their 
homes, as our soldiers in their camps, and our 
sailors on the seas with unusual cow He has 

‘ largel ted our free population by emanci- 

pekon and by immigration, while he has opened 
to us new sources of weallh, and has crowned the 
labor of our working-men in every department 0‘ 
industry with abundan‘ reward. Moreover, he ha: 
been pleased to animate and inspire our mind: and 
hearts with fortitude, courage, and resolution suifli- 
cient for the great trial of civil war into which we 
have been brought by our adherence as a nation to 
the cause of freedom and humanity, and to afford to 
us reasonable hopes of an ultima‘e and happy 
deliverance from all our dangers and affliction;. 

Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, President 
of the United States,do hereby appoint and set 
apazt the last Thursday in November next. as a 
day which I desire to be observed by all my fellow- 
citizens, wherever they r2y then be, as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer to Almighty God, the 
beneficent Greator and Ruler :f the universe ; and 
I do further recommend to my fellow-citizens 
aforesaid that on ths! occasion they do reverontly 
humble themselves in the dust, and from thence 
ofter up penitent and fervent prayers and supplica- 
tions to the Great Disposer of events for a return of 
the inestimable blessings of peace, union, and har- 
mony throughout the land which it has pleased 
him to assign as a dwelling-place for ourselves 
and our posterily throughout all generations. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done st the City of Washington, this 20th day 
of October, in the year of our Lord 1864, and of 
the Independence of the United States the eighty- 
ninth. ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

THE HOUR. 





No election has surpessed, none equaled the 
coming in importance. It was important that the 
gigantic slave-power should be opposed by the 
people—that the great national uprising should 
be indeed an uprising, and not a mere rolling over 
in sinful and slavish slumber. Therefore, all the 
preliminary contests of twenty years were vital. 
It was vital that Birney should be voted for in 
1840. Unless the child is born, it can never be- 
come the strong man. Unless the sentiment 
against elavery had condensed itself into political 
form then, it had not conqured now. For four 
Presidential canvasses it was the subject of insult, 
of contempt, of neglect, and, in the minds of a few 
‘wise enemies, of fear. They saw, as Calhoun 
said, that when abolitionism began to vote, slav- 
ery was dead. Secession alone was its salvation. 
Vet not till 1856, not till tho right of petition, the 
freedom of the mails, the rights of citizens in 
Southern ports, the rights of states against states, 
in the Supreme Court, the freedom of the territo- 
ries beyond the Mississippi, north of 36 deg. 30 sec., 
the right of fugitives from slavery to asylum and 
liberty, every right of every man of any portion 
of African descent, had all been stricken down; 
not until a foreign state had been invaded and 
dismembered in the interests of slavery, members 
of Congress well-nigh killed for denouncing the 
monster, and a war had been waged with all the 
power of the Government for the subjugation of 
liberty in Kansas —not until these and many kiz- 
dred assaults had been made upon our National 
Ideas and Life, did the people become suflicisatiy 
aroused to see their sin and danger, and to declare 
their purpose to return to the old and divine 
paths. Even then they failed to see it. Many 
honest-men hoped for other ways of escape than 
by openly confronting these banded states 
Another four years in the wilderness, and Canaan 
is reached, the Jordan crossed, and the tribes of 
God in possession of their inheritance. Then 
came the long and bloody struggle as with them 
to secure that possession. 

Four years of war, and we are to appear again 
in our tribes to choose our ruler. Some say, 
* Enough of war! Let us make peace with our 
eremies—any peace that will insure Union, or 
that will not.” Joshua and his lieutenants are 
odjects of intense abuse. What shall the people 
do? Shall they elect a chieftain who will make 
terme with the idolatrous Canaanites, whereby 
one-half of our territory, much of it already 
wrested from them, shal! be restored to their con- 
trol? Shall we give up Jericho, so miraculously 
given'us of God ; or Ai, for which we so bloodily 
contended ; or Bethhoren, down whose steeps we 
pursued the flying chicfs, while God held his 
light for us in the heavens, that we might comple'e 
the work? Shall we restore the Gibeonites, to 

whom we have made solemn pledges of protrc- 
tion, into the accursed hands of their enemies, 
who will waste them with fireand sword? “Oh 
yes,” ery these beggarly cravens, “ depoee Joshua, 
and elect one of those who had cowardly advise? 
against taking possession of the land; who bad 
said, ‘ We are not able to go up against our ene- 
mies, for they are stronger than we, and had 
made the hearts ogthe people to melt through 
faintness and terror. Depose him, end appoint 
one who shall bestow upon us dishonorable peave 
and everlasting war.” 

Shall we follow this infamous summons? Shall 
we turn our backs on Hilton Head, that beginning 
of our paval strength ; and New Orleans, which 

Farragut and Butler have made forever honorable ; 
and Vicksburg, where the star of Grant became 
the full-orbed, blazing sun (may it never set nor 
grow dim) ; and Lookout Mountain, with its aerial 
valor and victories ; and Atlante, the bright con- 
eummaie flower of our courage and endurance ? 
Shall we cast millions of our unshackled brethren 
inte the chains of darkness and the pit from which 
we have delivered them? Shall we surrender 
the greater millions of our avowed and faithful 
friends, who have dared thousand deaths for 
their love for the Union? Shall we brand our- 
aclves with shame and imbecility, and the infinite 





scorn of God, and angels aad men, and dovils ? 
For>id it, Almighty God ! i 
In such 8 crisis, every lover of God and his 
country has but one duty todo. He must stand 
by Joshua. Treason at home is as hostile to our 
cause as the foe in the field. We mast bear aloft 
the banner of liberty and righteousness, unfaried 
fourand twenty years ago, never to be laid up tll 
the victory is won.

tothe friumphant end. Benedict Arnold, with his 
tory friends and British allies, would have trembled 
and fled before that sublime a'tcetation. So will 
his representative to-day—like him once an hon- 
ored and trusted commander, like him once the 
pride of patriot coldiers, like him a traitor to his 
cause and his country—=stagger and fa'l before 
the mighty ut'erance ofa united people, if we 
shall re-elect our Washington to the leadership of 
the nation. [¢ will inspire our sol¢iers with the 
highest enthusiasm, strike terror in our foes more 
than the lors of ten Atlantas, and compel the 
whols world to settle down iat) the conviction 
that the American people are de‘ermined to miiv- 
tain their liberties and their Union agaiast all 
foes to the end of time. 
The church must be as one man in this ex'- 
gency. Pyeyers should ascend daily from every 
altar for our success. Every society should be 
what the Boston Post sneeringly says four 
churches are ina single town in its vicinity—‘Re- 
publican clubs.”

THE CHRISTIAN LOT AND THE TITLE- 
DEED THERETO. 
Tre Mosaic law concerning land was stric'ly 
a law of entail. The original portion of each 
individual, upon the entrance of Israel into the 
land of Canaan, was assigned by lot. according to 
a rigid rule of equity. It is from this circumstance 
or perheps from ihe prevalence of a similar cus- 
tom at the settlement of this country, thit the 
peculiarly American application of this word lot 
to a parcel of land has arisen. Thus our fathers, 
from the very first, were in the habit of speak'ng 
of a “lot of land,” “a two-acre lot,” ete., and this 
Hebraic usage has now become fully incorporatsd 
into the language. The “lot” thus at first be- 
stowed upon the Hebrew immigrant was continued 
in the family by carefully-drawn statutes. They 
could not sell the land. “ The land shall not be 
sold; forthe land is mine”’—was the law. Its 
use might be sold, but only till the year of jubilee, 
when “every man returned unto his possession.” 
It is doubtless from these usages that David 
derives the beautiful imagery used in the sixteenth 
Psalm, to describe the happy condition of the child 
of God in this world. He sarveys the broad 
acres which spread out beneath his eye, he marks 
their fertility, he is enraptured with their beauty, 
his heart is cheered with the corn, and wine, aid 
oil which burst from the teeming earth, avd he 
exclaims, “ The lines are fallen unto me in pleas- 
ant places ; yea, I have a goodly heritage.” 
But what is his title to all this ? 
his security against the machinations of avarice or 
the greed of power? It is a title from on high, 
guaranteed by the sign-manual of Jehovah ! .“ The 
Lord is the portion of my inheritance and my 
cup; thou maintainest my lot’ As God carefully 
assigned an inheritance to the men of Israel, giving 
“to many the more inheritance and to few the 
less inheritance,” so, by boundaries as exact and by 
a rule of benevolence as rigid, does each spiritual 
child, each “ Israelite indeed,” receive from ‘tod 
his earthly inheritance. It may be larger or smaller, 
it may be rougher or smoother than another's, it 
may be the alluvium of the prairie, or the rock of 
the mountain ; for the sort of equality in distri- 
bution which was required ameng the Israclites 
dces not appear in what we call our “ Jot in life ;” 
yet there is equality in this sense, that ev:ry child 
of God has exactly so much and of such sort as 
will be the best for Aim. The wicked man may 
bave too much, and the rust of his cankered g:ld 
and silver may “eat his flesh as it were fire,” or 
he may have too little, “ and be poor and steal and 
take the name ef his God in vain.” Bu: the 
righteous has a lot skillfully adapted by the Sa- 
preme Wisdom, to “ work out for him,” ia the 
largest possible measure, “a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory.” The boundaries 
of that lot are as distinctly drawn as were the 
divid'ng lines between the families of Judah or 
Ephraim ; and he earries a deed of it, guarded by 
statute and by promise, which isa warranty from 
Jehovah that no man shall take it from him. 
Sometimes there will comea year of scarcity, by 
the visitation of Heaven; sometimes trouble will 
gather in his pathway, the result of his own 
neglect or folly; and his ample patrimony may 
temporarily pass into other hands; its usufract, 
as the lawyers say, may become the property of 
another. But the patrimony is rtill his, and there 
come to him “years of jubilee,” when God re- 
stores to him his inheritance, and with a spirit 
chastened by misfortune, and made strong by toil, 
he again survéfs the ample boundaries ef his pos- 
sessions, and sings, with David, “The lines are 
fallen unto me in pleasant places. and I have a

No 
wonder there are 60 many weak and sickly among 
us! No wonder so many tremble, and so many 
complain, and 60 many are anxious for the mor- 
row. Christian ! stop thy sweating and thy delving 
fora while! Let us see if thou hast not a fortune 
somewhere! Let us sce if we cannot find a will 
thou hest not yet brought to probate! Let us 
untie that yellow and dusty bundle of Divine in- 
strumerts — covenants, pledges, promises “ ex- 
ceeding great and precious,” confirmed, not a few 
of them, by an oath sworn “ by himself,” and ascer- 
tain what thou art indeed the proprietor of! So 
shalt thou discover bencath the roughest soil 
veins of silver and dust of gold. “A present 
heeven” will suromon thee ; for it is of thés world 
that the declaration is made, “ Fve hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entored into the 
heart of man the things which God hath prepared 
for them that love him.”

ME. VAN DYCK AND HIS SYNOD. 


Tue pastor of the First O. S. Presbyterian 
church in Brooklyn, whose pro-slavery labors had 
made him quite conspicuous up to the breaking 
out of the civil war, became very quiet under the 
pressure of the decided demonstrations of public 
opinion that followed the rebel attack on Fort 
Sumter. But the inoreasing insolence of the 
peace party seems to have reassured him so far 
that he has broken his three years’ silence by an 
at‘ack upon the General Assembly, to which he 
owes ecclesiastical allegiance. At the meeting of 
the Synod of New York, which was held last week 
in Jersey City, Rev. H. J. Van Dyck offered an 
elaborate series of resolittions, condemning the 
General Assembly of 1864, on the charges of havy- 
ing indorsed the President’s policy of imancipa- 
tion, given its influence in favor of a political 
party in the approaching election, and sanctioned 
the interference of the military power with spir- 
itual affairs in the case of Dr. M’Pheeters, of St. 
Louis. The resolutiors then disclaim all inten- 
tion of entering directly or indirectly into the po- 
litical contest of the day, but proceed to declare 
that the Arcembly hes no conetitutional right to 
meddle with civil affairs at ell, “unless by 
way of humble petition in cases extraordinary, or 
hy way of advice for satisfaction of conscience, if 
thereunto required by the civ’! magistra‘e,” and 
consequently all such act: of the Assembly are 
null and void. These resolutions were sup- 
ported by an earnest and able speech, all skill- 
fully directed agairst the Assembly, end still mone 
adroitl; for the support of the peace party in the 
perding election 





The synod, after debate, re erred Fhe subject Ps 
2 committes,of which the vevorable Dr. Krevs 
was chairman, who brougkt i another series of 
resojutions, of 2 totally differe:.: spirit. These pro- 
notnced an exclicit and severe e-nsore upon Mr. 
Van Dyck for having improperly arraigned the 
General Arsembly, an’ held it up t> reproach, 
with a total misrepresentation of the la» guag* and 
ixtent of the Assembly’s declarations —elosing 
thus: 

“Whereas, The paper as a whole is calculuted to 
make the impression that the Aesembly ba de- 
perted from the principles of ovr standards con- 
cerning the provinre of the church and its courts 
re‘ative to civil affairs, to the question of religio 1s 
liberty, and to the prerogztives of the Christian 
ministry, which princioles are alluded toin the 
resolntions being proposed by the paper aforesaid ; 
therefore, 

“ Resowed, That, while we steadfastly maintain 
the acknowledged principles of our standards re- 
ferred to in the resolutions of the paoer, we see 
no necessity for expounding or see tee | the 
same, and that the further covsideration of the 
whole subject be and is hereby indefinitely post- 
poned.” 

Several attempts to modify the resolutions, or to 
mitigete the severity of the censure, were sternly 
voted down, and finally the whole were adopted 
by the overwhelming vote of 88 to 15, almost six 
to one, while most of the minority assented to the 
conclusion, but only wished to soften the censure. 
Thus again the Christian patriotism and Gospel 
liberty of the Old School Presbyterians of New 
York has vindicated i'self, under the lead of such 
men as Spring, Krebs, Alexander, Wirt, and oth- 
ers. And a very pretty electioneering scheme in 
favor of the peace-at-any-price Chicago Platform 
has been handscmely discomfitted and turned to 
ridicule. The Brooklyn Daily Union says : 

_ “It was evident that Mr Van Dyck was acting 
in this matter from motives which could not be 
cc — as other than partisan. He had pro- 
cured the presence of reporters from the Demo- 
cratic press of this city, of New York, and of Jer- 
sey City. while the Union papers, not anticipating 
any — beyond the usual routine of synodical 
trancacticnr, were not repreeen'ed. It was evident 
that his deliberate design was to throw open the 
meeting of the synod for the delivery of speeches 
which should be widely circulated throughout the 


country as campaign documents for the service of 
the Chicago-surrender candidates.” 7 


Dr. Storr axp Tue Boston Covncit.—The 
council of pastors and delegates of neighboring 
churches, which was called to advise concerning 
the dismission of Dr. Stone from Park street, have 
advised that he ought to remain in Boston! Over 
thirty churches were represented, and the final 
vote stood 23 to 17 in favor of his remaining. 
This is not the first time, nor the second, that the 
Boston clergy have set themselves against the re- 
moval of ministers in their neighborhood to 00- 
cupy wider and more promising fields of useful- 
ness at a distance. They tried it in the case of 
Dr. Storrs, of Brooklyn, as well as others. We 
presume that, in a case which seems so plain to 
everybody else, a similar excellent result will 
follow in the present case on a second trial, which 
the people of San Francisco will doubtless make 
in due time.

A QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

Tr is mot our fault that we are obliged to recar 
toa theme which is now three months out of date, 
and which our readers have very probably for- 
gotten. In an article on “ Pulpit Pilfering,” which 
we wrote im July, we used as en illustration 
the case of a minister of the Dutch church ina 
village whose name, Jike that of the clorgyman in 
question, we carefully euppressed, looking solely 
at the principle of clerical plagiarism. The Chris- 
tian Intelligencer of this city took occasion at that 
time to doubt the correctness of our allegation, 
for which we did not make ourselves responsible, 
though we believed in the facts as stated. Tae 
same paper, in its issue of the 6th inst., rakes up 
the controversy, professes to have discovered our 
‘informant and the epirit which animated him, and 
stms up the whole matter in its heading—A 
Ha:mless Slander.” 

We have no desire to quurrel with The Intelli- 
gencer, but have a word or two to say, we hope 
for the last time, in defense of ourselves and 
the pastor, between whom its censure is divided. 
Befcre we make certain positive statements, let us 
remerk that, if the story had been a slander, it 
was rendered harmless by its anonymous charac- 
ter, ard could never have disturbed the repove of 
an innocent man ; but that now The Ints!lizencer 
steps forward as the shield of one who confesses 
thet the shaft was aimed at him, while it pub- 
lichee the locality of the original difficulty. {t is 
necessary, therefore, since we are charged with 
having mace ourselves the vehicle of slander, to 
reaffirm or ;etract the accusation thus impeached. 

We assert, in the first place, that the trouble- 
sore extract was not designed for publication, and 
was altogether secondary to the design of our cor- 
reepondent, which was to urge our condemning 
plagiarism. Consequently, “our Congregational 
moicontent” in no sense “ got a letter printed in 
the Independent.” . 

Secend. The statement was not that all four of 
the Dutch Reformed churches were vacant, be- 
catse they could uot tolerate loyal pastors, but 
most of them ; and this we believe to be correct 

Third. Ite true, according to the general be- 
lief of the village, and to testimony which will 
make its appearance in any court where the 
question may be tried, that a sermon was stolen 
and garbled, as we affirmed; Svhatever may be 
the ability of “ the particular Dutch clergyman,” 
derived from “the breadth and depth of his lite- 
rary and theological traininz,” to get along with- 
out cribbing the thoughts and language of 
others. 

Fourth. We are not afraid to compare the 
standing and integrity of opr Congregational 
brother, theugh it be his grave misdemeanor to 
preside over a little fold, with those of him whose 
“ piety and common serse” have thus far failed to 
“make him loyal,” even if they have saved him 
from becoming “ fanatical.” 

Fifth. The caption “ Pulpit Pilferings” intro- 
duced no “ stuff” toour readers ; and, though we 
do believe that politics are a part of religion, they 
have not in this instance “ got us into trouble ” 
because we ventured to “‘ meddle’ with religious 
matters.” Our sprightly neighbor, The Christian 
Intelligencer; not only has no politics in its re- 
ligion, but no religion in its politics 








THE SHENANDOAX. 


Sueripan’s star is once more in the ascendant. 
Within the last month he has made himeelf per- 
haps the most popular military leader in the 
North, winuing victories with dazzling rapidity, 
@iid tedeeming the honor of our cause where it 
had suffered most dishonor. On the 19th he in- 
wove «axother garland with his laurel crown, and 
won euch a battle out of the gaping jaws of an 
accomplieled defeat as entitles him to be named 
the Invincible. 

Before Sheridan’s time, the strategy of the Shen- 
andoah has been anenigma. We have heretofore 
traced the suecession of needless d'sasters which 
befel the Union arms under Halleck end Banks 
and the rest—and we care not to recall them. We 
refer to them now as foils to the brilliancy of 
Sheridan’: operations, and as evidence, where no 
eviderce was wanting, that lorg since the valley 
might have been won and held by us, had there 
been but a general who at once wanted, and know 
how, to hold it. The useless promenades of 
Banks, end Fremont, and Shields, and Hunter we 
are quite willing to forget; but it is important 
to remember why they were useless, and why 
She: idan, cn the same tract, and with not much 
great’; means, has done thoroughly all that they 
miserably failed in attempting. 

Sheridan has by no means condacted his cam- 
paign for the gratification of popular desire He 
long submitted to impatient reproach in obedience 
to the orders of Gen. Grant. When, at length, he 
fell on Early and rout:d him, on the 19th of Sep- 
tember. he still fought, as before he had delayed, 
in soldierly obedience to the broad purposes of 
his general-ir-chief. When again, having once 
more besten Early at Fisher’s Hill, on the 24th, 
he drove him up the valley to Harrisonburg. he 
halted there with the same exact deference to the 
necessities of the campaign, whereof Richmond, 
and not the Shenandoah, is the pivot. He re- 
treated from Harrironburg down the valley again, 
abandoning, apparently, the ground which his 
valor and generalship had won, because another 
line snd another base of operations were to be 
entered upon. And we presume, though we do 
not know, that Gen. Sheridan had begun to dis- 
member his victorious army for the re-enforcement 
of the legions which beset Richmond at the mo- 
ment when all these plans were changed by the 
sudden strengthening of Early’s foree, by the ad- 
vance-of that general, by his assumption of a new 
offensive, and by the necessity which arose of 
stsying all changes until a new lesson had been 
read to this unteachable rebel. Therefore, the 
delay, the advanee, the victories, the retirement, 
and the new triumph of Sheridan were alike in 
the pursuance of one simple, coherent, unchang- 
ing plan of campaign ; and the supremacy which 
he bas established over his enemy grew out of his 
loyal obedience to the wise forethought of his 
commander, whose headquarters are fixed near 
Richmond. 

With this statement by way of premise, we 
need say little touching the victory of Cedar 
Creek, on the 19th inst It is reported—indeed, we 
are sssured on very high authority—that Sheri- 
gan had gone to Washington on his way to the 
Army of the Potomac near Petersburg, in order 
to supersede the present incompetent leader of that 
gallant army—Gen. Meade. But Sheridan was 
hurriedly recalled to his own army by news of an 
intended assault from the rebels, and he reached 
it berely in season to save it—not from defeat, for 
that it had suffered, but—from retreat and absolute 
failure in its campaign. Having saved it, he then 
led it to victory, and from victory to pursuit, and 
that pursuit he crewned into an annihilation of 
the army which Early had commended. 

We deal rather with the consequences than 
with the method of this battle, and remark there- 
fore, finally, that it was only importaat in case 2%

lion of stock to retail buvers at wholesale prices.

Of course, all the scothsayers who have insis‘ed that 
prices would rise high and higher will not be de- 
nied the privilege of psying the fullest figures 
which they have prophesied.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Lonpon, October 8th, 1864 

Ws have scarcely recovered from the shock of 
the great explosion. The blowing up of one 
hundred and four thousand pounds of gunpowder, 
alihough it was only forty thousand pouads more 
than Gen. Grant had in his great mine at Petere- 
burg, shook the metropolis with the force ef an 
earthquake. I was awoke by a crash which sound- 
ed like the falling in of the roof of my house, and, 
on going into the city, I found that everybody 
gave the phenomenon a volcanic origin. But 
before long the news of the catastrophe at Erith 
spread like wildfire, and, fora time, all London 
felt pretty much the same kind of excitement as it 
wouki have experienced if a battle had been taking 
place at its gates. Later in theday, I visited the scene 
of the disaster. Where the powder-magazines had 
stood, only a great chasm met the eye. One-half 
of the debris looked asifit had been blown up by 8 
mine; the other half, as if it had been shattered 
and laid waste by artiliery. The only gleam of 
comfort one could find was in the noble industry 
of the soldiers. If they had not worked with the 
most industrious energy to repair the river-wall, 
which had been blown down to the extent of a 
hundred feet, the whole of the low-lying, marshy 
land lying between Gravesend and London must 
have been laid under water. The Thames would 
have made thousands of acres of Kentish pasturage 
its unwilling tributary ; and lives would have been 
sacrificed by hundreds, and property destroyed to 
the amount of millions.‘ As I walked among the 
charred and scattered ruins of the workmen’s cot- 
tages, I picked up a copy-book,in which were 
written, in a child's hand, these prophetic words : 
“ Why are we ever to die?” I understand that the 
idea of death is ever present to the men who work 
in powder-mills or magazines. It gives a somber 
hue to their characters ; and it is possible that even 
the little ones may catch the infection of the pre- 
vailing gloom. Other signs of religious thought 
were not wanting. There lay the old family Bible, 
which bore marks of having been well-worn and 
well-read» Then, too, by the side of twisted iron 
bedsteads and shattered turniture, lay a file otmore 
than one religious publication.

All I can eay is, that if the frieads 
of Union and Emancipation hid spent as much 
time and wasted as much money in getting signa- 
tures to an address urging the American peopie te 
prosecute the war until every slave was got free, 
the number would have been augmented tenfold. 
Sir Henry says that the Catholic priesthood haye 
been most active in assisting the movement in 
Ireland. I can and will believe it. Their symps- 
thies everywhere are with despotic power. To 
bind men’s souls and bodics, they are ready to ea- 
courage even that revolutionary violence which 
they anathematize when it acaails an ultramontane 
throne ora pontifical usurpation Accompanying 
the addrees is a letter from the unknown baronet, 
introducing Mr. Barker to Governor Seymour, in 
whore hands, it appears, the document is to be de 
posited. His excellency had better send it ts 
Bichmond, to which quarter all sucha peals ought, 
in reason and consistency, to be addressed 
serve that Mr. Joseph Barker's name is spett 
“Parker.” This might be a convenient mistake ;

There is somethiag impn- 
dept in 2 man whe Aes becn riling against the 
government and people of the United States for 
the last two years undertaking a mission of this 
kind. It would only have been decent if per- 
formed by an individu&tl who had exhibited a 
friendly and impartial spirit toward the nation he 
secks to influence. Peace every one in England is 
anxious to see brought about; but not a peace 
which sacrifices honor, liberty, and every righteous 
principle 

In my last, 1 adverted to the sympathy which 
your great national cause has ever excited among 
the liberals of Europe ; and I alluded especially to 
the prevalence of this generous sentiment in the 
neighboring kingdom of Holland. I have not bad 
to wait long for a proof of thetruthfulness of mg 
statement. The International Social Science Gon- 
grees bas just completed its annual sittings at Am- 
sterdam ; but, before its members separated, one 
hundred and sixty of them attached their signatures 
to the following brief but admirable address 

“To Abraham Lincoin, President of the United 
States —W'e have followed with profound interest, 
from its origin, the struggle between the energetic 
citizens of the North and the slaveholders of the 
Eouth. While regretting the bloodshed and the 
evils reeulting from war, we congratulate you upon 
the cons‘ant firmness with which you, and the 
great nation which elected you, have de‘ended 
— and humanity. Convinced that the United 

tates nation will iseve from this trial stronger 
than ever, end with « future definitively separated 
from every servile insti‘ution. we await the speedy 
triumph of the holy cause of liberty. We are sure 
that the destinies of the great republic will never 
be compromised by you.” 

Do you suppoec that there distinguished men 
—comprising some of the best minds of Furope 
—would have agreed to such an address if the des- 
tinies of your republic had been commi'ted te 
General McClellan, or any other minion of the pro- 
slavery party, instead of to Mr. Lincoln, whese 
honesty of character has made h'm more illustri- 
ous throughout Christendom than any crowned 
head, save one ? 

A work will ehortly be published im this country 
which will have great interest to many of your 
readers. I allude to the biography and theolozical 
remains of that felicitous preacher and acute thinker, 
the late Rev. Frederick Robertson, of Brighton. 
Although he died at the age of thirty-seven, his 
published sermons appear destined to exercise a 
permanent influence on the religious thought of 
the country. His friends had no adequa‘e idea of 
the eatent of his labors until they began to acou- 
mulate the materials for this great work, which L 
am assured will extend to seven if not eight large 
volumes. He died of hard work; but he did not 
die til] he had bequeathed to the world that most 
precious of all legacics, the ripened wisdom of a 
great and good mind. 

Mr. Spurgeon still continues his controversy 
with the Evangelical clergy. I regret that he has 
not been content to expose their inconsistencies, 
without charging them with falschood and hypoo- 
risy. Polemical discussion carried on in this style 
dces no good—it certainly does not tend to open 
the eyes of men who find themselves pelted with 
hard and unsavory epithets. Baptist Noel's digni- 
fied admonition has had no effect in mitigating the 
vehemence of Mr. Spurgeon’s attacks. Dr. Brock 
and Mr. Landels have given the fullest measure of 
their support to the eloquent orator of the Metro- 
politan Tabernacle. Meanwhile, deans and canons 
and the dignitaries of the Established Church ere 
returning Mr. Spurgeon’s invectives with intercst-

I asked the girls, 
as soon as I could trust my voice not to shake. 

“ Why,” was Julie’s reply, “ Psuppose because 
Fred did, and we tried to imitate him. Besides, 
father didn’t laugh at us, nor mother call us tom- 
boys; and, better than all, Fred wasn’t jealous, but 
helped us all he could.” 

Fred might be jealous now, I thought to myself, 
fer his sisters have certainly beaten him at his own 
art. But he loves them too well to be so selfish. 

“ Now, children, to rest your lips, which must 
be tired, suppose you oblige me with a song of 
yours.” 

“Oh, we don’t any of us sing.” was the quick 
reply ; “ there isn’t a musical voice among us.”

“Semetimes, when Fred is so hoarse he can’t 
speak a plain word,” said Alice, “he whistles just 
as well as ever, if not better.” 

“ Yes,” added Fred, “ and it is a real relief, too. 
1 don’t care for a cold which doesn’t stop my 
whistle.” 

In the fortnight during which I remained at the 
heuse, I had frequent opportunities of observing 
hew common it was for the children to whietle, to- 
gether or separately, and how well it supplied the 
place of song. The habit was strongest with Fred, 
whom I startled alittle one day with the story of 
aboy who whistled when asleep, and had to be 
‘watched because he was injuring himself. 

Fred’s room was at the top of the house, and 
there he studied every day, for he was fitting for 
eollege ; and, while he was deepest in his lessons, 
you might still hear that whistle of his in full blast— 
perhaps with some of the popular airs of the street, 
@ scraps from the operas, or sister Julie’s favorite 
pieces. Just think ofa body whistling over Latin 
and Greek! Wasn’t there a happy disposition ? 
And don’t imagine this interfered with his learn- 
img. No, indeed; Fred’s teacher seldom had to 

eomplain of a poor recitation. "Twould have 
been different, if he had tried to sing and study at 
the same time, for it needs attention to remem 
ber words, while the simple melody flows ou' 
‘without your heeding. You remember the schoo!- 
bey’s whistle that ‘ whistled itself” So it was 
with Fred’s, and most people’s. Moreover, 1 no- 
ticed that his was like a barometer, and indicated 
pretty certainly his state of mind or health. 
Whenever he felt “ first-rate,” as he would say— 
when every breath he drew and every motion he 
made was a pleasure—when bis head was clear, 
and his blood active as a race-horse—then it was 
time to look out for music!

Now for a few cautions. Don’t whistle much in 
the open air, especially at night, unless you ar: 
able to take in breath through the nose ; and even 

in the house it will be well to fill your lungs in the 
same . Then, if you wish to whistle correctly, 
eompare your notes occasionally with those of a 
piano, and let some musical friend, like Julie, fur- 
nish you with an accompaniment, when, if your 
ear is quick, you will easily discover whether you 
are in tune or not. As for duos, trios, and quar- 
tettes, they are very difficult for those who can 
enly whistle. Consider yourself well advanced 
when you can take part in them without a fault.

MONEY MARKET. 


"Pup bank statement shows an increase of Icans 
ef $381,404, and an increaze of deposits of $583,- 
90@, with an increase of specie of $483,328. The 
demand for accommodation is greater, and less 
facility for getting it. The street rate is firm at 7 
per cent. for call loans. Gold has advanced during 
the week, and closed on Monday at 21%} per cent. 
Stocks are very dull, excepting those of Govern- 
ment. The new issue of 5-20 year U. 8. 6s sells at 
par. The rates of foreign exchange are very firm, 
and tend upward. Sterling now commands 109} 
per cent. in gold for the best 60-day bills. 

The overtrading in England has led to disastros 
efiects to the firms so guilty of it. Large failures 
have taken place. The great import of cotton 
and the extensive loans for speculative underisk- 
ings on the Continent have led to this; and our 
foreign exchange houses feel the effect of it ; and, a3 
they are usually large lenders in this market, the 
supply of money is diminished thereby. Our im- 
portations are reduced to moderate and healthy 
Mmits. Last week’s amount to only $2,877,825, 
while the exports of produce amounted to $4,615,- 
12. The specie exported last week amounted to 
$625,000, making $36,395,000 since ist January. 
Oalifornia is increasing her production of the pre- 
cious metals.

The desirable kinds of fancy cassimeres 
are very active; the market is well supplied. 
Broadcloths are doing better at the concession 
made in price3. Cloakings are active. Beavers 
im good demaad. A very active trade has pre- 
vailed ia delaines, and the stock is now much re- 
d@aced. The recent large reduction in shawls has 
brought out’ a considerable demand and prices 
are steady, though they show no tendency to ad- 
vance again to old quotations. Flannels are 
active. Army kerseys are also brisk. Doeskins 
are dull. In imported goods great activity pre- 
vails, and prices are higher again. Merinoes, de- 
Jaines, and other dress-goods are sold down low, 
while the demand continues large.

| The Japanese build paper houses, and make paper 
chairs, and various articles of clothing. Towels, 
for drying dishes and the humaa person 
are there formed of paper; and tho quantity of 
various kinds of paper required for Japanese 
bride when she sets up housekeeping is one of 
the chief considerations of her parents and has. 
band. In those oriental coun'riss, paper is made 
from various vegetable substances contaiming fiber 
| especially from some of the grasses, the terior 
bark cf trees, and frem rice-straw. To give a 
brief definition of paper, suffice it to state that it 
is asubsiance composed of vegetable fiber, re- 
duced to fine pulp, aud made into thim sheots 
Barberous nations have executed rude drawings: 
and writings upon the bark of trees and the broad 
leaves of certain plants ; and learned seribes have 
written great works upon parchment made of the 
ekins of animals, prepared in a peculiar manner: 
but none of these substances come under the cat- 
egory of paper. Most of the wri:ing and printing 
paper which is now used is made from the rags 
of old cotton and linen garments, mixed with 
quantity of old ecrap-paper. Old cords and ropes 
are also employed as paper-stock, and straw and 
S€a-gTass are hOW used lu great quantines as ray 
material for both white and colored paper. A 
few years aco, curing a short period, when rag: 
were very high in price, much was said, written, 


sent some thoughts 


, and printed about manufacturing white paper 
from various kiods of wood and grarses ; but there 
was nothing new then brought to hght upon this 


topic. It has long besn known that paper can be 
made from any fibrous vegetable subetance, and 
the way to produce it has not been a secret to men 
of scientific acquirements. The difference be- 
tween a fibrous and uafibrous substance is just 
the difference between cotion and starch. We 
have geen paper which had been made from 
the leaves and stalks of various plants 
more than a hundred years ago; and about 
that period, a work was printed in Germany upon 
fifty different kinds of paper, derived from as many 
vegetable substances. The question bas not been 
about producing i', but the cheapest mode of eb- 
taining it. Very good white puperis now manu- 
factured in our country from oat, rye, and wheat- 
straw ; and in Austria, much aivancement has 
lately been made in producing it from the husks 

| and leaves of maize or Indian corn. in both 
| cases, the simple question is not respecting the 
| material, but the expense of the processes con- 
nected with obtaining the raw material in a fit state 

| for making the paper. We have oxsmined several 
specimens of the Austrian maize-paper, m sheets 
| apd in documents for which it was employed for 
printing. We were favorably impressed with all the 

| specimens, considering them equal to those derived 
from cotton rags. The paper which had formerly 

( been made from straw was brittle and coarse, and 
used only as wrapping materia’. Straw contains 
a considerabie portion of silicon and bitamen, 
and, much of this being Jeft in the pulp, rendered 

| the article hard and unfit for writing or printing 
material. It has been found that, by subjecting 
the straw to a very high pressure end heat mm the 

| boilers which are employed to reduce it to eteck, 
the bitumen and silicon are thereby extracted from 

| the fiber. This isthe improved mode now par- 
sued to prepare straw for paper, and very good 
qualities for printing are now obtained from it.
